Bh araten du Harishehandra (1350-1885 A,D.) is known as 
the father of modern Hindi prose. This great author wrote 175 
works in his short I i fe—spån of 35 years. These consist of poems, 
Playsp stories and articles. Though the subject of his poetry was 
mainly love and Bhakth he wrote a number of plays and poems 
that reflect the prevalenc social conditions* He edited and 
published a Hindi magaiine in which he advocated social 
reforms* His p!ay ( "Andher Nagari Chaupat Raja'* is a delighcful 
blend of didactism and entertainment. 

The first story of this Amar Chitra Katha is based on 
Bharatendu's play t the text of which was made available to us by 
Smt. Shantidevi Motichandra. The piay is based on a popular 

folk tale of the time* The second- story is another well-known 
folkcale of North India.
